Mr. 8. Morgan Smith, ‘'the coloured American tragedian,” whom 
our readers have heard of as playing at various places in the provinces, 
made his first appearance in London at this theatre on Baturday last. 
‘the gentleman is. a Philadelphian, and though born of African 
parents in a country that until just now recognised the enslaving of 
the African race as an “institution,” he doubtless has, thanks to the 
liberality of the particular State of his birth, never been other than ‘‘a 
free back.” He has the dignity of a free man in his every aspect, and 
affords as favourable a proof of the ‘man and brother” theory as the 
most ardent promulgator of that theory could wish for. Mr. Smith 
has elsewhere played a very considerable range of tragic imperson- 
ations, as Othello, Shylock, Macbeth, Richard III., and even Hamlet, 
but upon this occasion he chose to appear in the part which, so far as 
the colour of his skin goes, he is most fitted for, OtLello. That which 
ig most appareatin Mr. Smith’s acting, judging from his performance 
of Saturday night, is innate capability. Unless firat impressions 
deceive us. Mr. Smith is made of that rare stuff out of which fine 
actors are made. He has an exceedingly fine voice, a dignified 
though modest demeanour, a varied fund of natural ex pression—of 
look, tone and gesture, and, best end most promising of all, no stage 
wices, All these things, however, though pointing to the capabilily 
of which we speak, do make great actor. The being capable of 
being and the being are two different things. For the adequate filling 
of the high position which we think his abilities point to, the new 
actor will need much artistic training, and study, alikeg of his author 
and bis art, Asa rule he shone most in the quieter passages, many of 
which ip his hands were more significant than usual, In the grand 
ebullitions of passion the fairly powerful conception was marred in the 
execution by, ‘drat, the actor's short-co:nings as an elocutionist, and, 
second, a certain amount of diffidence. The audience, though evidently 
not at all pro-dispose } ; 
ever, siwiys at the points—trapped into applauding, and at the close 
the applause culminating in a call before the certain, was very general 
aud encouraging, All things considered, Mr. Morgan Smith must be 
congratulated, and Mr. Hastings,the clever manager, complimented upon 
the company got together to support theremaining characters in the 
drama. Admitting the correctness of Mr. Horseman’ general view of 
the character of Jago, which, howewr, we do not, we must say that 
the gentleman’s acting was exceedingly clever, and even humourous. 
Mr. Horseman, however, made Iago a stolid good. humoured English- 
man rather than a super-subtle Veuetian. Miss Barnett’s Desdemona 
was creditably painstaking, and corre- ondingly effective. Miss 
Atkinson was specially engaged for Emilia. The part would have 
been very finely played, but that it was played #0 noisily. In tho 
matter of noise, indeed, Mies Atkinson on this occasion out- 
Atkinsoned Atkinson. Mr. Craig was down for Cassio, but Mr. 
Walter Joyce played tho part. Mr. Joyce's assumption was chiefly not- 
ablo for a very dariag and Indicrous “new reading.” Mr, Joyce had 
the fatuity to substitute the word ‘‘stomach ” for ‘*mouth” in bis 
speech alluding to the druokard'’s practice of helping a thief to the 
stealing of his own brains. ‘he audience did not stomach the new 
reading, except as food for laughter. They laughed at it consumedly.. 
Mr, Maclean played Brabantio, aod Mr. Soutar, Roderigo. “Othello” 
has beet p'ayed every evening during the week, and followed by *‘ The 
Four Mowbrays,” cabltally acted by Master Percy Roselle, Messrs 
Maclean and Atkins, and, Miss E, Farren, and the ballet, “‘ The 
Nymph of the Wood.”

A rather well-planned and very smartly-written farce, entitled 
+: Waiting for the Underground,’ was produced here on Monday, and 
has been played every evening 5102. {tis the work of Mr. L. H. F. 
du Terreaux, a gentieman, we believe, quite new to dramatic author- 
ship, The fun of this new Strand farce turns, as has turoed much 
previous fun—on the stage—upon a stroggle for the possession of old 
tove letters. One De Binks (Mr E. Price), is, aboyt to be married, 
when ho ig threatened by 4 former flame with an exposure in the shap» 
of old love letters. Julia, the old flame (Mise Weathersby), is meros- 
nary rather than matrimonially inclined, for the simple reason that 
she is married already. Sho wants £50 for the letters, and unless 
Binks comes to terms immediately she threatens to lay them 
before the bride elect, Araminta (Wiss Fanoy Hughes), Binks 
has not a farthing, for he is at that moment waiting for the train that 
is to take him in pursuit of a friend who has absconded 
with his last £200. In this dilemms Bioks stumbles upon 
Julia's husband, and hits: upon the desperate expedient of getting 
the letters through him. ‘The husband (Mr. H. J. Turner) is of an 
ultra-jealous temperament, aud Binks’s tale of surreptitious corres- 
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pondence, letters concealed in wife's bosom, &c., effectually rouges him. 
nd induces him to steal the letters. The ensuing discovery that 
Binks is the writer is, of course, the signal fora terrific explosion ; 
and for De Binks exposure seems more certain than ever. Ultimately, 
however, Pumpkin (the husband) is brought to a quiet restitution of 
the fateful epistles by means of a counter love letter of his own, which 
Binks has got hold of, and which if discovered to Mrs. Pumpkin 
would be as similarly disastrous to Pumpkin as the other ex :0sure 
would beto Binks. The fun of tho situation is well sustained, and, 
moreover, is added to by many ludicrous surroundings, as, for 
instance, Binks’s efforts to catch the trains to fursue 
his absconding friend. The whole action takes place at one of the 
stations of the Underground Railway, and the humours incidental 
to » long wait at such a place are also well put upon fhe stage. 
Araminta’s aunt (Mrs. Manders), by the way, a character not hitherto 
mentioned, taking a prominent part in the exposition of said 
humours. The acting is epirited and quite up to the requisite mark, 
that of Messrs, E. Priceand H. J. Turner being most conspicuously 
so. The piece was well received, and the author loudly called for. 
The other pieces during the week have been ‘ Kenilworth” and 
“The Married Bachelor.” In the burlesque Miss Fanny Hughes 
now plays Miss Ada Swanborough’s part, Amy Robaart. 


LONDON MUSIC HALLS. 


Weston’s.—-Messrs Swoosey and Holland are in the music-hall 
world the latest verifiers of those good old proverbs, ‘‘ new brooms 
sweep clean” and ‘two heads are better than one.” No new broom 
ever swept cleaner, that is, no new management ever catered more 
spiritedly and praiseworthily, than does the dual management of 
‘* Weston’s.” The application of the second proverb is equally obvious. 
The old management had but ono “head,” the new has two. The 
entertainments provided here indeed are so good, that but little 
change is needed in the programme in the course of quite a long time.

Oartotra Patri, whé forms the subject of tho first of our illuatra- 
tiovs this week, has once more appeared at Mellon's popular concerts, 
and, it is needless to say, that she has been hailed with delight by all 
lovers of good music. Her career is so well-known that we need not 
refer to it here at any length. She is the elder of two gifted sisters, 
and is Italian by race as well as by birth, having been born in Florence 
in the year 1840, while her mother was fulfilling an engagement at the 
Pergola Theatre. It is a fact not generally known that the early bent 
of Carlotta’s mind was towards painting rather than musio, and fora 
considerable period she pursued it with an ardour that ensured a ve 
considerable success. Subsequently, when she turned to music, her 
first xa ee was to become proficient as a piavist, and with the assist- 
ance of Henri Herz, the celebrated composer, she entirely suc- 
ceedod, Some years later, and along with her sister Adelina, 
she received instruction in singing from Signor Soola, and was soon 
pronounced an accomplished vocalist. In the year 1861, she obtained 
&n engagement to appear as concert singer in New York, Her debt 
was at once pronounced a decided success and obtained for her an 
engagement for the grand concerts of the New York Academy of Musio. 
The following year the manager of the opera house persuaded her to 
make her appearance on the stage, and here too, she answered all the 
expectations of her patrons, performing the same round of characters in 
which her sister Adelina had so brilliantly distinguished herself, Her 
first appearance before a London audience was in April 1863, when 
Wwe well remember how her wonderful lark-like notes produced quite a 
sensation and at once established the debutante in the public favour. 

Tom KELLY AND Harry ALLEN,—''hese noted pugilists met at 
Hamilhead Bridge, Yorkshire, on Tuesday, to fight at 10st. 10)b., for 
£100, and, after a brilliant fight, a report of which wiil be found else- 
where, Allen was declared the victor. 

THE Late Mr, Jonn Guiiy.—At the request of several corres- 
pondents we this week insert a copy of an old engraving of this dia- 
tinguished pugilist that is well nigh outof print. ‘ Boxiana” statea 
that Gully was rst brought into notice by his memorable contest with 
tho “ Game Chicken,” in which he acquired renown even in defeat. He 
had a thorough knowledge of the art, and his courage was of the 
highest order. Two years afterwards he had to defend his title to the 
championship against Gregson, from Lancashire. Tho combat was 

ronounced by all who witnessed it to be one of the most dreadful in 
its nature that ever was contested, and, although Gully was the victor, 
it was aes f possible to decide which of the combatants was most 
beaten, their figures were so completely altered. Gregson, although so 
severely beaten, fancied thatin the event of another trial he should prove 
victorious, and accordingly another match was made, which excited 
the Bees possible interest, The set-to came off in Sir John 
Sebright’s Park, in Hertfordshire, and after 24 rounds, which lasted’ 
58 minutes, again resulted in a victory for Gully. After this battle 
Gully announced it as his intention never to fight any more, so he 
took his leave of the pugiliets to follow his profession as an Inn- 
keepar, at the sign of the Plough, in Oarey-strest, Lincoln's inn- 
fields, to which place he was conveyed, with a'l the honoura 
accompanying victory, in a barouche belonging to a nobleman of 
sporting celebrity. In consequence of his declining the honoura of 
the championship it descended to the renowned Tom Crib, Subsequently 
he became momberfof Parliament for Pontefract, and lived for man 
years to be an enthusiastic Al datas! of the sportsof England. Hoe 
died on Monday, March the 9:h 1863, at the advanced age of 80, full 
of years and honours, During the latter portion of his career he was 
recently attached to the turf; his most successful hit being hia 
 Pyrrhus the First ” and “ Mendicant” for the Derby and Oaka,

On Monday last the Seventh All England Angling Match, got up by 
Mr. Isaac Nodder, of the prt at Arms, Westbar- green, Sheftield 
took place at Mauds-bridge, in Lincolnshire, about four or five miles 
from Thorne, The promoter offered £25 in money and 86 other prizes 
valued at about £45. ee pe the minor prizes were several plated 
cups beautifully engraved, under glass shades, A cheat of carpenters 
tools, a ham, several coffee pots, kettles, edge tools, fishing rods, &. 
There were 243 entries from Barnsley, Oldham, Doncaster, Wakefield 
Rotherham, and other places, A strong south-west breeze which blew 
across the open country made the water very rough. ‘The amount of 
fish caught was large, aud was very fairly divided, Our correspondent 
saw one man who had 45 fish for’ about a pound in weight 
whilst another had 30 in Ub lloz, The preatost part of the fish 
caught was roach, and bream, with a few balk which was very small, 
The fishing closed at five o'clock.

GAME AND DEFERMINED BATTLE BETWEEN ALLEN 
AND KELLY AT 10sr 10:8, FOR £100. 

The most notable and exciting feature which we have to record io 
connection with the P.R. this weck is the combat for £100 at 10st 101b 
between Harry Allen, late of Birmingbam, but now of Manchester, and 

‘om Kelly, of Bradford. Before proceeding further we will place our 
readers in pessession of the pedigree and antecedents of these com- 
petitors for fistic fame. 

Tom Kelly, of Bradford, came into the world in the year 1836, and 
is therefore in his 30th year, standing 5{t 9tin He is of a spare wiry 
build, and at first appearance bas more the look of a pedestrian than a 

ugilist. He first dawnei on the pugilistic world in the autumn of 
1860, when he met and defeated Ike Conner, at 10st 41b, for £25, the 
battle being fought pear Dewsbury, and lasting just under the hour. 
His friends were so satisfied with this his first trial at arms that they 
were not slow in backing him for further pugili-tic honours, and accord- 
ingly on Christmas Eve, 1861. he again appeared face to face with 
Dan Lomas for £50 a side, victory declaring. in his favour after con- 
tending 1h 17min. Not satisfied with the result, Lomas’s backers made 
a fresh match for £50, when Kelly pulled throughin 1h 2min,Lomas 
falling without a blow, Feb., 1863. 

His next engagement was ia Sopt., 1863, with Bill Brown, of Sal- 
ford, Manchester, for £20, over whom he obtained a quick victory, 7 
rounds being fought in 8;min., when the Salford representative cried 
“ago.” This was near Aldershot Cawp. 

His next performance was with Jack Rooke, on the 14th of February, 
1865, at catch weight, for £100 a ride, in the home circuit, which had 
a disgraceful termination, that. affair being a plant on the part of 
Rooke, instigated by gentlemen backers, which, although exploded, 
resulted in the Yorkshireman receiving the stakes. They were, how- 
ever, subsequently matched at catch weight, Rovke staking £100 to 
Kelly's £50, and they fought on the 25th of April, 1865, at Teebay 
Junction, Westmoreland, when Rooke proved the victor after fighting 
18 rounds, occupying 53 minutes. For the match under notice he 
trained at the Wheatsheaf Inn, Ilkley, nea §Otley, a most salubrious 
spot in Yorkshire, and was received Jast Saturday by a whole host of 
friends at his hostelry, the Telegraph Inv, Croft-street, Bradford, and 
sported for his colours a neat bandaua of magenta ground with white 
figured border. 

Harry Allen first saw the light in the Hardware Village on August 
17th, 1842, and is by trade a gunsmith. He stands 5 feet 94 inches in 
height, and commenced his pugilistic career on 3) ae 2nd, 1860, when 
he beat White, of Birmingham, for £5 a side, 28 reunds, 1 hour and 
20 minutes. at Bromford-bridge. His next customer was Nobby Hall, 
of Birmingham, whom he met on September 8, 1860, at Redditch, 
Worcestorshire, for £5 side, when, after contending 20 rounds, 
occupying 46 minutes, the police interfered, and the stakes were sub- 
sequently drawn. He afterwards beat Abby Olark on the Ist of April, 
1861, for £12 a side, 28 rounds, 36 minutes, at Delves-green ; beat Fred 
Fisher near Litchfield, July 13, 1861, at 9st 2b, for £10 a side, 
44 rounds, occupying 1 hour 5 mioutes; fought Morris Phelan 
December 10, 1861, Hattery-common, for £25 a side, at 9st 3lb, L hour 
35 minutes, when the stakes were awarded to Phelan on account of 
Allen causing bis own apprehension. The pair were again matched, 
and met on 10th March, 1862, at 9st, when the police interfered, and met 
again three days after at Knowle, Warwickshire, the men agreeing to 
draw after contesting 117 rounds, occupying 3 hours and 8min; beat 
Jem Coyne, on September 22, 1863, Delves-green, for £15 aside, Ist 
12ib, 34 rounds, 1 hour 3min; fought Bob Smith, the ‘‘darkie,” ol 
Liverpool, at the Point of Ayr, North Wales, on March 2,.1864, at 10at 
6lb, for £30 a side, 1 hour 36min, when a row ensued, and Allen's 

arty struck the referee, who thereupon awarded the stakes to Smith. 
Not satisfied, however, with his defeat, he mode a fresh match at 10st 
6lb, for £50 a side, when Harry. was compelled to strike his flag at 
the end of 2hours 18min. The men scaled on Monday at the Telegraph 
Inn, both being about 1b within the stipulated impost. Although 
there was a large attendanco we did not bear single blow struck in 
the way of speculation. Later the same evening the representatives 
of the men tossed for choice of ground, at the Railway Inn, Salford, 
which was won by Allen’s backer, who named the Woodhead district, 
the favourite battle-field of the Manchester fancy. The sporting 
houses both in Bradford and Manchester had a fair share of patronage. 
Kelly's drum, of course, being thronged by his admirers. Allen held 
hia levee at his head- quarters, the Railway Inn, and his party were 
exceedingly sanguine. On Tuesday morning early trains were put 
into requisition, and the Bradford and Manchester division met a 
Flouch, near Hazle-head Bridge, Yorkshire, and the coast being

FOREIGN ITEMS.

THE FIRST OF SEPTEMBER. 
To-day, the glorious fi st of September, the season for shooting 
partridges will commences, and sportsmen have already begun to make 


inquiries as tothe stock of birds. Owing to the lateness of the corn. 
harvest there have scarcely been any trials on manors, but the great’ 


clearance of corn which has been effected during the prst week has 
permitted dogs to run over stubble for training purpases, and hia 
euabled those who are eager for sport to obtain some information re- 
specting the condition of the birds. In Kent the prospects are very pro- 
mising. On the high lauds and dry grounds partridges are num: rous, 
the young broods are in good condition, and coveys vary from 12 to 16 
in number. In Essex the birds are about up to the average, but not 
quite so plentiful as last year. The French partridges (redlegs) have 
brought off large broods from the nests. The partridge manors in 
Surrey and Sussex cannot bs reported upon favourably. Tho wet 
weather about hatching time made sad havoc amovg the young 
broods, and it is now found that-very few coveys exceed twelve iu 
number. ‘he young birds are strong on the wing, and rise well 
together. As much corn is still standing in the counties named some 
protection will be afforded to the birds, and when shooting com- 
mences they may be expected to be in plump condition, Landrails, 
which as a rule are very rare in the southern counties, are unusually 
plentifal this season. Hares and rabbits have-also been very prolific. 
The pheasaui coverts are thin of “Jong tails” this year.
